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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (a) the intravascular device 
taught by Wang et al does not teach affixing a polymer sleeve to a helical coil and (b) there is no motivation to combine the intravascular 
devices as taught by Richardson et al and Wang et al. These arguments are not found persusive. Regarding (a), Wang et al discloses 
the application of pulsed irradiaiton to a polymer based intravascular device for controlling the localized heating of a plurality of discrete 
points. The exmainer notes if the fluence of the irrdiation is great enough the plurality of irradiated discrete points will mechanically bond 
with the workpiece below (i.e. the intravascular device). Regarding (b), both Richardson et al and Wang et al disclose various 
mechanisms for configuring the mechanical properties of an intravascular device for increasing the efficacy of patient safety during 
advanced surgical procedures requiring the insretion of intravascular devices and specifically configuring the mechanical properties of a 
base metal covered in polymer and the affixiation thereof. Nevertheless, these arguments do not appear to place the application in 
condition for allowance and raise new issues requiring further search and/or consideration. 
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
